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Our Own 40th Anniversary! 
Free Wood of the Month of December 2014 reported by Judy Blackman 








The Dec. 2014 featured wood (5715-052) is the CAWMC 4Oth Anniversary wood unveiled 
at our Annual Breakfast meeting held at the RCNA convention in August 2014 in 
Mississauga. —_— , 





Imagine it’s winter of 1943, you are a 12 year old boy working for the CNR in Port Arthur 
(later renamed Thunder Bay when Port Arthur amalgamated with Fort William in January 
1970) due to a shortage of workers caused by the men gone off fighting in WWII. Lou 
Vesh would turn 13 the summer of the same year. 


In 1950 Lou hitch-hiked from Port Arthur to Toronto with a school friend, the two of them 
decided to “seek their fortune”. Lou says they never found it to this day! “Il was dropped 
off on Yonge Street downtown Toronto and bought a Toronto Star for 3 cents and looked 
for a place to stay ending up at a ‘room and board’ place in Leaside (Eglinton & Bayview 
area downtown).” Right away he began the job hunt and found a job nearby at Carruthers 
Tool & Die -- when that ran its course, Lou had a variety of jobs to get by until finding work 
in 1954 at Lucas (fuel pump division) where he stayed for nearly 5 years until the Arrow 
program was cancelled and crashed thousands of jobs in 
1959.

On February 20, 1959, the Diefenbaker 
government in Ottawa abruptly cancelled 
the Arrow project. The day of the cancella- 
tion became known as Black Friday, and 
it’s easy to see why. The project employed 
more than 47,000 people, either at Avro 
itself, or among its thirty major suppliers 
and 650 sub-contractors. Lou made 235 
multi-coloured woods (5907-015) in 1984 
to mark the 25th anniversary of the Arrow program cancellation. Despite the Canadian 
government’s decision taking away Lou’s livelihood, by 1961 he was a full-time employee 
of the government. 





Lou tried to be a coin collector but says he was not too good at it. He was reading the 
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Canadian Coin News and spotted a reference to the Canadian Association Wooden Money Collectors and so he reached out 
to Norm Belsten. He found out there was a meeting taking place on a picnic table outside the Dairy Queen in Richmond Hill 
so he attended and shortly after became a member. Lou made his first woods in 1982. There were 407 rubber-stamped for

One day while visiting Canada Stamp & 
Stencil Co. Ltd. at 4 William Morgan Drive in 
East York (Toronto), Lou was looking for his 
usual rubber stamps, when an employee 
asked him if he had considered the newest 
technology. This employee gave Lou a tour, 
and showed him how the equipment worked. 
The Model 25 Foil Stamping machine (with an 
automatic heat control, fixed platform with 
line board, and typeholder) had been made by 
Kwitprint Manufacturing Company Inc. in 
Jacksonville (Florida) and became _ the 
property of Lou who parted with $1,500 so he 
could be the first in Ontario to use hot- 
stamping to make woods. This machine is 
now over 30 years old, still going strong, and 
Lou has never even had to change the heater.

The anniversary wood were made from 38mm maple blanks, and Lou made 152 of them. The CAWMC 40th Anniversary wood 
design came about as Lou figured out how to make the Timber Talk name wavy. He made a black and white picture then sent 
it to the factory to have magnesium plates (Stamps) made. Now you might think you need a separate die for every colour 
used on the wood, but that’s not the case, it’s separate foil you need for every colour. Lou says to think of it like the old type- 
writers where you had a colour ribbon and it typed in black, unless you hit a key to raise the ribbon up and then type in red. 


Even though the foils come in various colours, it’s not uncommon for Lou to do the hot-stamping with the foil, and then hand- 
paint portions. He uses tiny brushes and acrylic paints. Some of Lou’s experiments haven’t always worked. You may recall 
when he made the hand-painted turtle woods -- he had hand-painted a couple hundred - Lou calls this his “labour of love” - 
then he applied varnish (too early, paint didn’t have enough time to dry and set) and the paint smeared. 


Sometimes he does woods that are recessed with a picture embedded. Lou likes to try new techniques, for example his 
‘WOODIES go GA GA in MISSISSAUGA.’ The blank woods were thrown into a big stainless steel bowl filled with wood stain, 
next they get tumbled dry. He has a round spinner table that he built. Sometimes Lou spray-paints blanks with one colour 
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(Say red) on one side, then turns them and spray-paints the other side with another colour (Say green) and this can cause the 
paint to run over the edges, so then each wood goes into the lathe one at a time to clean the edges (very time-consuming 
since you can only load one ata time). Then Lou hot-stamped the foils and / or hand-painted the woods. 


Lou wanted another pace after retirement so in 1986 he moved from Scarborough to West Guilford to be closer the nature. 
He loves bird-watching (ornithology), something he learned from two good friends, plus reading several bird-watching books. 
There are 14 birds in his “Birds of My Garden” wood series, and every one of them he could spot from his West Guilford 
home or other parts of the Haliburton Highlands. Lou has never sold any of his woods, with the exception of the birds series 
which he made as a fundraiser for the CAWMC with all proceeds donated to the club (2 bird woods per year commencing with 
1993 meeting at CNA convention). Common backyard birds were Robins, Blue Jays, Cardinals, Chickadees, Nuthatches, Ruby 
Throated Hummingbirds, Red Winged Blackbirds, Grackles, Cow-birds, Baltimore Orioles, Carolina Wrens, House Wrens, and 
Eastern Bluebirds. Additionally on occasion varieties of owls, raptors, vultures, waterfowl, shore birds, game birds and of 
course woodpeckers. On the rare occasion, in this area of Ontario, you might also spy a Grey Catbird, a Kingfisher, a Shrike, 
or an Indigo Bunting. Lou had a fondness for bird-watching since his elementary school years. Lou dropped in to see Howard 
Reid and Gerry Polling in Thunder Bay and showed them the bird woods (along with others) and they were so impressed Lou 
and his woods were featured in The Chronicle Journal on Mon. Aug. 21, 1995. While living in West Guilford, Lou had a gold- 
fish pond he had built just outside his backdoor. One day he open the door and seen a heron (egret) standing in the pond 
trying to get the goldfish. Now Lou’s house was on the lake and had many forms of wildlife. Lou kept a large wood pile by the 
house, and it was invaded by chippies, literally chipmunks were everywhere! So on another day he looked out the window and 
seen the heron had a chipmunk in his mouth and was shaking it violently and then flew up over the lake to get it wet so it 
could be easily swallowed. It was this humorous story that gave your Timber Talk Editor an idea (with Lou’s consent) for a new 
wood which CAWMC members will receive sometime in 2015. Each side of the wood portrays one of these two stories. Lou 
had a dog which he says “she was a mutt” named Kiri not to be confused with the light straight-grained pale brown wood of 
Japan. But rather Port Arthur was like a miniature Helsinki, it’s large population of Finnish people enabled Lou to learn a few 
words, one which included Kiri defined by Finland as “the final sprint”, “fast, soeedy, cross the finish line”. Kiri was always 
running around and ambitious, she lived to age 14, and Lou appreciated her loyal friendship. As he moved to an apartment 
where no dogs are permitted, Lou hasn’t ventured into adopting a pet again. 


Lou met Yvonne in the 1970s briefly when at the request of a 
common friend, Lou helped Yvonne get to and from the airport in 
», Toronto. Yvonne lived about 60 years in Thunder Bay and was a 
4 A » teacher, but Lou didn’t know her from his time growing up. Lou went 
~*~. home and visited a couple of times and briefly encountered Yvonne 
B® in passing while out and about, but it would be more than 12 years 
“@ later when Lou would run into Yvonne at a party, and things went 
- from there. By 1990 woods appeared with both Yvonne and Lou’s 
names on them representing their wedding picture on one side and 
their Christmas wishes on the other side. Lou used to travel to the 
American Numismatic Association (ANA) conventions each year. In 
1991 he went to the ANA event in Chicago (Illinois) and entered a special event they had for their 100 Annual Convention. 
You were encouraged to enter a wood you designed and made. So Lou entered his 1990 wedding wood (5944-020 O image 
enlarged to enable you to see the fine details of this awesome work) and won first prize and has the plaque prominently 
displayed by the hot-stamper. Now your Editor spotted the Veshes 2010 20th Anniversary wood being sold by a dealer in 
Pennsylvania. So the Veshes’ woods ‘get around”, LOL! 






The Veshes decided it was time to move to the “city” and had to choose between Thunder Bay or Peterborough, and Peter- 
bourough won, so they gave up their West Guilford home, and moved to an apartment in the ‘big city’, and with that move, 
they also gave up computers, internet and e-mail. Their phone number also changed but still containing the exact same 
digits, just reversing 2 of them around. So it’s easy to accidentally call their old number. Now moving from a house to an 
apartment has had it challenges too. Having to downsize, and even now needing to downsize more. Not only does Lou collect 
coins and woods, he also has thousands of fruit labels he’s collected for 30 plus years, and doesn’t know what he will be 
doing with them, but he has collected them for a few years, so it’s time to take another step of “letting go”, such as sending 
old news-letters to your editor. 


Lou’s memberships include: WWMC - Western Wooden Money Club (California); IOWMC - International Order of Wooden 
Money Collectors (Washington); POWMC - Penn-Ohio Wooden Money Collectors (Ohio); and PCC - Peterborough Coin Club 
(Ontario). He also belonged to DWMC - Dedicated Wooden Money Collectors founded in 1976 by Larry White but now folded. 


Lou also enjoys quality time with his children who he is very proud of. Lou’s daughter Heather Vesh entered the Rugby 





Ontario Hall of Fame in 2005 under Balmy Beach Rugby Club. Her career developed with Rugby Ontario and today Heather is 
Team Manager for the Travelling Squad. Lou’s son Barry Vesh is a City of Markham (in York Region) Captain of Fire & 
Emergency Services, and on September 22, 2009, Barry received recognition for 20 years services. Lou has four grand- 
children (1 boy and 3 girls). Yvonne has 4 children and numerous grandchildren. So needless to say, family gatherings are a 


time of celebration! Although Lou and his friend thought they never found the fortune they were chasing, it seems to me, Lou 
has indeed been blessed!

The first mention of a coin club in the Markham area came from Toronto Star Coin Columnist Robert Aaron in February of 
1979. He reported that the Markham Coin Club began in late 1976 or early 1977, and that it was firmly established. The club 
consisted mostly of students of high school and junior high age and met on the fourth Saturday of every month except 
January, July and August in private homes. 


The club was centered in the area around Highways 7 and 48, and published a monthly bulletin. Credit for the organization of 
the club went to two local high school students, Bruce Gilbert and Carey Albert. Their next step at the time was trying to 
relocate the club in a local library. Five of their members joined the NYCC for the December Christmas Party in 1979. 


By 1982 there was a Markham Village Coin Club that joined the ONA as club 91. Lois Rogers, in her listing of Ontario coin 
clubs that appeared in the 2012 convention souvenir booklet, missed listing this club. 


They managed to sell a few books of ONA raffle tickets in 1982, 1983 and 1984, but none in 1985. 


At the April, 1983 meeting of the Markham Village Coin Club, Dr . Marvin Kay dropped a bombshell into the group. To the 
Surprise of those few members present, Marvin proposed a formal motion to disband the club. This was quickly seconded by 
John Regitko so that a discussion could legally take place. Marvin said that he was upset by the declining attendance at the 
meetings and by the apparent lack of interest in the future of the Club. Marvin was moved to propose this drastic motion so 
that those members who were interested in keeping the club alive would be stimulated into action. He said that he was 
prepared to vote against his own motion if the membership, and its elected executive, would do its best to try to rejuvenate 
the Club. John, the seconder, also said that he would vote against the motion providing the Club took immediate measures to 
recruit members and increase attendance at meetings. A lively discussion followed. All those who were present came forth 
with suggestions to help our Club. When it became apparent that the club was not going to be allowed to wither, Marvin and 
John withdrew the motion. 


lt would seem the club had its last meeting sometime in 1985.

The first official convention circus was held in May 1926 in 
wee Washington (D.C.), hosted by the Ringling Bros. and Barnum & 
~ | Bailey Circus. 1942-1946 there were no annual conventions due to 
~ | WWII, and also none in 1948. Otherwise, there has been one every 
year right up to and including 2014 with them taking place in 
different cities and states and hosted by a variety of circuses.

- The 1964 Circus Fans of America Convention was held in San Antonio (Texas) and 
_ hosted by W. W. Cole Bros. Circus. Hundreds of circuses have come and gone since the 
~ ¥ mid-1800s. Circuses large and small, carried by horse-drawn wagons or on dozens of 
_ railroad cars, three-ring circuses and dog-and-pony shows alike criss-crossed the North 
___, | American Continent bringing entertainment to the public. Cole Bros. Circus remains 
i» #4 the only circus to have survived a century still appearing much as it did over 
' one-hundred years ago under the Big Top. Since 1884, three generations of 
_ Americans have thrilled to the sights, smells, sounds and feats of skill that typify the 

Cole Bros. Circus. The Cole Bros. trademark has enjoyed longevity because it 
represents value and integrity to the American public. Today, the Cole name continues to signify quality family entertain- 
ment that has captivated million of Americans. 





William Washington Cole (1847—1915) began the Cole story. His “W.W. Cole’s New Colossal 
Shows” (1884) were, as he stated, “Presented in a reputable manner by reputable people.” With 
the most modern of 19th century equipment and performances of the highest caliber, Cole 
_~ achieved enormous success. In fact, when he died, he left an estate of Five Million Dollars, quite 
 . asumin the year 1915! Around the turn of the century, the name of the show was changed to 
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“Cole Bros. Circus” and purchased by Canadian showman Martin Downs and his son, James. During the 1920s, brothers 
Floyd and Howard King owned and operated Cole Bros. Circus, bringing it to the western frontier with appearances 
scheduled at military bases, mining camps, and in remote boomtowns. 


The Great Depression nearly signaled an end to Cole Bros. Circus, but the faith and perseverance of two of the most highly 
esteemed me in the circus industry kept the show on the road. Jesse Adkins and Zack Terrell acquired and rebuilt Cole 
Bros. into a circus equal in magnitude to Ringling Bros., the largest American circus of the era. During the 1935 season, 
Adkins and Terrell moved the show on thirty-five double-length railroad cars, treating townsfolk to a giant street parade 
from the railroad yard to the circus grounds. Some of the ornate parade wagons used then have been preserved and are 
currently on display in the famous Circus World Museum in Baraboo, Wisconsin. 


A new chapter in circus history was begun in 1935 when the legendary performer Clyde Beatty 
was featured with the Cole Bros. Circus, initiating the long association of the Cole Bros. and Clyde 
Beatty names. The roster of the Cole Bros. Circus alumni reads like a Who’s Who in the entertain- 
=) ment industry. In addition to Clyde Beatty, matinee idol as well as the most notable wild animal 
“I trainer of all times, Cole Bros. Circus featured the immortal character created by Emmett Kelly, 
“Weary Willie”, the Zacchini “Human Cannonball” act, the Cristiani Family bareback riders, the

© | As times changed in America, Cole Bros. Circus had to adapt. By 1939, Cole Bros. Circus re- 
mained the only circus that continued staging a daily horse-drawn parade. Soon, even Cole Bros. 
== had stored its parade wagons in the winter-quarters barn, bringing them out only on special occa- 
meet Sions, like Harry Truman’s inaugural parade in Washington (DC) when the Cole Bros. steam calli- 
E yy ope played “Meet Me in St. Louis, Louie”. The advent of television in the 1950s had circuses go- 
<9. ing down for what seemed like the final count. John Ringling North sounded the death knell for 
American Big Top circuses in 1956 when he ordered Ringling Bros., Barnum and Bailey to fold its 
tents, scale down, and retreat to arenas. 
















=, = The management of Cole Bros. Circus, however, believed in the viability of the

| Big Top. For its 1957 season, Clyde Beatty-Cole Bros. Circus converted from rail 
cars to trucks and moved to new winter-quarters in DeLand, Florida. 


Se Under the ownership of showman Frank McClosky and entrepreneur-politician Jerry 

: i Collins, the Beatty-Cole show flourished during the 1960s and 7Os. In 1981, after 
several years of operating the show himself following the death of his partner, Jerry 
Collins donated the circus to the Florida State University, home of the FSU Flying 
High Circus, pledging his desire to “...benefit people of all ages. | want to preserve the tented circus for children and also 
to help the students at Florida State.” FSU sold its $2.5 million gift to Cole veteran John W. Pugh, who formed Cole Bros. 
Circus, Inc. in February of 1982. 











Today, families from Florida to Maine, from Long Island Sound to Cajun country eagerly anticipate the arrival of The New 
Cole Bros. Circus for “children of all ages” know that it’s the circus that remains faithful to the tented tradition of present- 
ing wholesale entertainment in a friendly atmosphere that makes them feel welcome.

Early October 2014, | was pleasantly surprised to open a package of 12 woods (2 of each one 


y # SO 24) from Frank. They are pictured below. | knew of his involvement in the American 
“1 Numismatic Association, Gateway Coin Club, Texas Numismatic Association, plus the Brother- 
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Outstanding Reclaimed Wood Wall Art! 


These one of a kind artworks are constructed from reclaimed local barn wood that is over 80 years old as well as natural 
salvaged branch pieces. The remainder of the artwork consists of multiple premium species of wood including White Oak, 
White Ash, and Elm, cut into strips that are around 1/2 of an inch thick. Each piece is hand selected for its character and 
natural patina to enhance the beauty of the piece. The darker brown natural woods have been aged within a barn, while 
grey boards have been weathered outside. All wood in these pieces has been heat treated for stabilization and to kill any 
organisms. There are no faux finishes in the world that can duplicate the colours and textures that Mother Nature creates. 
These are just a some of the many art pieces.
